CONSOLIDATION 
OF OFFICES. , 


The Legislature of 1893, which -was 


dominated by the Silver party, under- 
took to reduce the expenditures of the 
State Government. In this direction, by 
consolidation of State offices and the re- 
duction of salaries of State officials, over 
$28,000 -was saved to the taxpayers in 
1895 and 1896 as compared \nth the years

TAXING THE SUFFRAGE. 


Mr. Summer-field of Washoe has intro- 


duced a bill which makes the payment 
of a poll tax a qualification for registra- 
tion preliminary to exercising the right 
of suffrage at any general or special 
election. There was a similar Act on 
the Statute books many years ago but it 
was repealed in compliance with the 
general sentiment of the people. While 
it may seem but just that everybody who 
exercises the prerogative of a citizen of 
the United States at the polls should pay 
taxes to the State the principle of taxing 
the suffrage is reprehensible if not un- 
constitutional. 
If the Legislature has 


authority to • impose a tax of one cent f or 
the privilege of voting, it. has the Tight 
to make the payment of one hundred or 
one thousand dollars into the public 
treasury a prerequisite to the registra- 
tion of the voter. The present Legisla- 
ture may make the tax three dollars and 
the next may increase the amount to 
§100. Then it is probable that in the 
near future the women of the State may 
be enfranchised, yet they could not, 
under the provisions of this bill, gel 
their names on the registry lists withoul 
producing 
a poll tax 
receipt', or 


paying the registry agents three dollars 
for one at the time they desired to reg 
ister.
